According to a con- 
temporary, this railway magnate observes that mixed 
farming is necessary to the complete prosperity of the 
West. Exclusive wheat-growing is not a healthy thing 
for the prairie provinces. Reciprocity will encourage 
mixed farming by furnishing a nearby market for certain 
farm products that at present cannot bear the cost of a 
long haul. The possible diversion of wheat from East to 
South does not seem to make this half-owner of a trans- 
continental railway nervous. He cheerfully maintains that 
,there will be such an increase of production because of the 
increased immigration which reciprocity will bring that 
it will more than make up for the loss of traffic. British 
Columbia may look forward to a heavy increase in immi- 
gration which will be a direct result of reciprocity. In 
this province there is no doubt that reciprocity will enor- 
mously increase the profits of the “backacher,” the inten- 
sive farmer tilling his one-man farm with his own hands, 
by furnishing him . with a larger market. The strongest 
argument for reciprocity in British Columbia is the ample 
farm land which this fortunate province possesses. It is 
obvious that free fish will benefit British Columbia, for 
the richest sea-farms on the Pacific Coast are this prov- 
ince’s; and it is only necessary to get more capital in- 
vested in and more white men working at this wet farm- 
ing. It is apparent to every right-thinking man that free 
lumber will be a boon to British Columbia. Concerning 
coke, last year this province produced 218,029 long tons 
of the black stuff, value $1,308,174, and anyone can see 
that free coke will be a blessing. Free fruit will result in 
better apples for the United States markets. The apples 
will come from British Columbia. The Chilliwack apple 
growers who know what kind of apples to grow are sell- 
ing King apples in San Francisco right now for five cents 
each, and San Francisco buys King apples because they 
look good to San Francisco at any price. The English 
who like good things to eat love the firm-meated, high- 
tinted, autumn-flavored apples that come from British 
Columbia better than any apples grown anywhere, but it 
is possible that British Columbia apples may be scarce 
in the Old . Country if the reciprocity agreement comes 
into force. The United States market is the near-by mar- 
ket and will be served first. But while the fruit-grower 
will get abundant results from reciprocity, it will be the 
“backacher” who will be benefited most — the man with 
the hoe, the custodian of the useful hen, and the raiser of 
cattle. The feeder of stock will get free hay. British 
Columbia valley hayfields will grow five tons of hay to 
the acre, but even at that the land is too valuable for 
growing hay. Hay was brought all the long way from 
Ontario to British Columbia last fall. Of course the man 
who is arguing against reciprocity will say that free pota- 
toes will lower the price of potatoes in this province. 

Perhaps it will. The humble consumer will give thanks 
to heaven and Laurier if it does. But potatoes at greatly 
lowered prices would still be immensely profitable as a 
crop. Suppose the price goes down as much as ten dol- 
lars a ton. Well, any farmer will tell you that there’s 
big money in 'potatoes at twenty dollars a ton. British 
Columbia delta land has produced as high as twenty tons 
of potatoes to' the acre. Give a farmer land as produc- 
tive as this, and a near market, and things like gold mines 
■ don’t interest him. He’s got one in his own potato patch,

Aryan’s” back cover is covered with brotherhood-of-man 
philosophy in large type : “God has made of one blood 
all nations of men, for to dwell on the face of the earth,” 
and several others like that. This is all very well, but 
we do not want brown men for brothers. The labor ef- 
ficiency of the Hindu is not equal to the Chinaman’s or 
the Jap’s. He has not as much intelligence, taking man 
for man, as the other Orientals. We don’t care whether 
the Hindu was “born under the flag” or not. If he could 
peroxide himself white it wouldn’t make any difference. 
He would still be an Oriental — smooth, insinuating, 
sinuous, saponaceous, unctuous, and several other things 
expressed by adjectives more picturesque and easier to 
pronounce. The Oriental does not rhyme with the white 
man at all, and cannot keep step. It is meddling with 
Nature’s arrangements, as a contemporary has said, to 
allow the Hindus to “get their feet in” here.

P HEN a man or a newspaper or a political party 
starts lying, he or it employs some sagacity at 
first and lies discreetly for a time. But after 
a time he or it gets the habit and becomes frankly im- 
moral and lies openly and without shame. This is what 
the Conservative newspapers did, and are doing, in the 
present campaign — all of them. Two weeks ago they 
were lying with some ingenuity : now they are simply 
inventing the most inglorious and barefaced and bald- 
headed falsehoods that were ever used in a political cam- 
paign, to obstruct reciprocity. But the lie which may be 
labelled “The Parting of the Ways Lie” is one of the 
skilful lies, and it is being repeated over and over like a 
refrain. It is a sly and insidious fabrication, and is meant 
to sink deep and soak into loyal hearts, especially into the 
heart of the British-born man. This lie tells that the 
“parting of the ways” expression was used of politics 
and not of commerce by President Taft. Mr. Taft is 
represented as having spoken politically when he used it, 
and his meaning is represented to have been that Canada 
stood at the cross-roads and must make a choice between 
the road that leads to annexation and the Other Road. 
Of all the Conservative lies used against reciprocity this is 
the sixty-horse-power, six-cylinder daddy of them all. The 
following is exactly what Mr. Taft said, in his special 
message to the Senate and the House of Representatives, 
and what he said is so clear that it cannot be misunder- 
stood. These are his exact words : 

“The Dominion hag greatly prospered. It has an 
active, aggressive and intelligent people. They are com- 
ing to the parting of the ways. They must soon decide 
whether they are to regard themselves as isolated per- 
manently from our markets by a perpetual wall, or 
whether we are to be commercial friends.”

T HE final touches for Vancouver's 
annual exhibition, which will be' 
held next week, /.were completed dur- 
ing the past few'days, and everything 
is now in readiness to swing the big 
affair into' 'motion. Manager H. S. 
Rolston and an increased staff have 
accomplished an, amazing amount of 
work during the last few weeks and 
things are now in shape for the an- 
nual exodus of visitors to the exhi- 
bition grounds. 

If many surprises were given the 
sightseers a year ago, while getting 
acquainted with the Vancouver ex- 
hibition, a great number more are in 
store for those who visit the exhibi- 
tion this year. New buildings have 
been erected during the past twelve 
months and much has been done to 
I beautify . the grounds, which are 
ideally located for exhibition - pur- 
poses. Of ! course it will take years 
before the local exhibition is placed 
on a basis of the old-established fairs, 
but enough progress is being made 
yearly to soon place it on a level 
with its older rivals. 

The gates will be thrown open _on
